These things are all v ery fine, 
b u t they do not take the place of 
the history and the physical ex­ 
amination. According to the b est 
au thorities the history of the pa­ 
tient’s ilhiess, as told b y the pa­ 
tient, is of 50 per cent importance

Liquor rationing throughout the 
United S tates appears likely to be­ 
come more severe as m onths pass. 
Supplies in the New York area 
are relatively 
plentiful and may 
continue so for some time, but li­ 
quor dealers already are complain­ 
ing of scarcity of m any item s and 
the tendency to higher prices. 
In m any bars it no longer is pas­ 
sible 
to 
obtain 
favorite 
brands 
a t a1 Rimes. Substitutes are offered 
abd usually accepted. Retail prices 
m eantim e are keeping pace with 
wholesale rates. 
Sales Already R estricted

Stocks Will Last 2 Years 
According to latest available fig­ 
ures from New York sources, total 
distilled stocks in the United States 
at the end of last M arch 
totaled 
461.146,250 tax gallons. 
Consump­ 
tion normally totals about 150.000,- 
000 gallons a year, but last year it 
went up to 190.000,000 gallons. 
Thus, at the current rate of con­ 
sumption, stocks will be exhausted 
in two years or so; th at is, unless 
the government permits distilleries 
to m anufacture whiskey along with 
production of industrial alcohol for 
war needs.
